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| The Devil Makes Three

On Saturday, April 23 the CCPA and KRVM welcome the 
foot-stomping, whiskey-swilling sounds of the Devil Makes 
Three with guests Brown Bird. 

The Devil Makes Three is a hard group to categorize. Their 
breed of music combines the carelessness of country with 
the rhythm of ragtime, the spitting vigor of punk rock with 
the storytelling of blues. Their songs are fast and loud and 
impeccably played. Filled to the brim with guts and girth, they 
make you want to drink and dance and then go drink again. 

The Devil Makes Three is composed of guitarist and 
frontman Pete Bernhard, standup bassist Lucia Turino and 
Based in Santa Cruz, CA, 
Their 
eclectic style is drawn from a number of influences — including 
Dot Watson, Tom Waits, Bob Dylan and The #%&king 
Champs — and has helped the group rise to notoriety over the 


guitarist/banjoist Cooper McBean. 
this drummer-less trio formed during in the early 2000s. 


past decade. Their first release, an eponymous album of 2002, 
was a powerful concoction of boogie-down rhythms, three-part 
harmonies, and pirate-style stories. The songs attach surprisingly 
cerebral concepts (the allure of dependency or the despondency 
of TV culture, for example) to infectious sounds, creating a 
potent mixture of musicality and lyricism. 

Since their debut, the group has recorded three albums, the 
most recent of which - Do Wrong Right - was released in the 
spring of 2009. The songs on Do Wrong Right tread along 
the fine (if nonexistent) line that separates saints from sinner. 
The characters are of the “thinking hillbilly” sort, persons who 
both party and pray and are continually goaded by the devil-on- 
your-right-shoulder, angel-on-your-left routine. The principles 
of wrong and right seep deep into the title track when Bernhard 
sings, “If you’re gonna raise a ruckus, one word of advice/if you’re 
gonna do wrong, buddy, do wrong right.” Also included are jabs 
at spoon-fed religion (“Help Yourself”) and consumerism (“All 
Hail”), and nods to the working class (“Working Man’s Blues”) 
and bourbon drinkers worldwide (“Gracefully Facedown”). 

Although they lack a drummer, The Devil Makes Three has 
a sound that is couched in a concrete sense of rhythm. Turino 
provides the bass as backbone, over which Bernhard and McBean 
set a steady metronome with their guitar and banjo. The effect 
is both powerful and alluring, and a wonderful backdrop for the 
vocal harmonies that come pouring forth from the three talented 
musicians. 

Yes, their songs are badass and inventive — and a far cry 
from the canon of traditional acoustic music. Of this, Bernhard 


says et all too often conventional acoustic sets are, “a sort of 
a ‘sit down, don’t talk, don’t move’ kind of an event. Thinking 
back to the old blues, ragtime and jug band music, it was house 
music, party music. That was what we wanted to do.” 

“We play mainly rock venues where it’s not seated,” Bernhard 
explains. “Everybody dances. And except for the instrumentation 
and the fact that we don’t have a drummer, it’s pretty much 
like a rock gig. It can get pretty crazy, people are dancing and 
drinking and yelling. And that’s the way we like it.” 

No doubt, this is music that is meant to be heard live; you 
almost feel guilty for listening to it on your iPod. 

Perfect for Eugene’s hodgepodge citizenry, The Devil Makes 
Three has live shows that typically attract a vaudevillian 
mashup of people — everyone from Deadheads to punk rockers, 
bluegrass barflies to rockabilly fanatics can be found dancing in 
the audience. 

“Were not really a genre-specific band,” Bernhard concludes. 
“Tve actually had people come up to me and say, “I don’t listen 
to anything but hip-hop, but I love The Devil Makes Three. 
We’ve always tried to keep it so you can’t really define our band. 
That always keeps things really exciting.”

Steve Berlin is a saxophonist, keyboardist and record producer best 
known as a member of the rock group Los Lobos and, before that, The 
Blasters and The Flesh Faters. Berlin currently lives in Portland. 

As either a session musician or producer, Berlin has worked with Paul 
Simon, John Lee Hooker, Faith No More, Dave Alvin, R.E.M, Leo Kottke, 
Sheryl Crow, Rickie Lee Jones, String Cheese Incident, Jackie Greene, The 
Tragically Hip and most recently The Bridge. 

Damian Erskine is not your ordinary bass player. Whether playing as a 
sideman or with his own group, he is known for his rock solid bass work, 
virtuosic solos and thoughtful chordal abilities. Damian is known for his 
ability to fit into any musical situation and his extraordinary reading and 
improvising skills. 

Asher Fulero is a top-tier pianist/keyboardist with virtuosic skills and a 
modern-edged music producer who defies categorization. 

Asher also has roots in Eugene. He founded the band Habaneros here 
before relocating to Portland. Over the years he has performed in over 50 
different bands and has been recorded on over 50 studio albums, many of 
them engineered, produced and/or mixed by Asher. 

In 2009 Asher transitioned his efforts away from his long-standing 
electronica/dance duo Surrounded By Ninjas and focused on a solo 
electronica venture entitled Halo Refuser. Under this moniker he released 
the amazing album Hear Ourself. 2010 saw the release of his first solo 
piano album, The Green Piano, a free live album download from his free- 
jazz trio Three For Madness, and another free album from Halo Refuser. 

In February 2010 Asher and The Floydian Slips performed Dark Side of 
the Moon with the Eugene Ballet Company -- later performed after hours 
at the Oregon Country Fair. 

Jans Ingber is a Eugene native who, while still attending high school, 
began playing the WOW Hall as a member of Boogie Patrol Express. 

Jans soon discovered a culture of music that truly moved him -- African 
folkloric drum and dance. For six years he studied the rhythms, dance and 
song of West Africa and Cuba -- first by attending African dance classes at 
the WOW Hall and later traveling to Senegal, Mali, Guinee, Burkina Faso, 
Cuba and Brazil. 

For almost four years Jans toured as lead singer, songwriter and 
percussionist of the Colorado-based nationally touring act The Motet. 
During those travels he met, and eventually toured with, jazz great Charlie 
Hunter. Jans left the Motet to record his first release under his own name, 
The Offering. 

Drummer Julian Fritz is another Eugene native whose initial project was 
the local band Kawaida. Julian has gone on to play with Bay Area acts 
Satya Yuga, Gamelan X, Shimshai and Albino.
